Valero, Aruba government exploring 
all alternatives for the Aruba refinery 


ORANJESTAD—Parliament needs to approve three laws in 
order to enact the deal reached between the Aruba government 
and Valero. Prime Minister Mike Eman, Minister of Energy and 
Finance Mike de Meza in presence of Valero Aruba Refinery VP 
Ray Buckley outlined the agreement, which among others will 
have to breathe in new life into the refinery in San Nicolas. 
Parliament will have to approve the settlement agreement which 
includes the 210 million florin pay out to the government, 
which ends all financial disputes between Aruba and Valero; 
the abolition of the turnover tax, BBO, on export; and the new 
fiscal structure for the refinery which entails a seven percent 
profit tax, with a minimum payment of 10 million florin year 
for Valero, and if another operator takes over, a minimum of 15 
million florins. 

Minister de Meza also informed on his continuous efforts to 
facilitate the successful operation of the refinery, whether it 
is done so by Valero itself, a new operator, or a combination 
of both. He will meet for instance, with representatives of 
Petrobras later this month with the support of the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs. Moreover, the Minister said he has contacts 
with other, possible parties interested in purchasing the refinery 
or interested in entering a co-production deal with Valero, which 
will open up the perspectives for the refinery here.

All sides playing hardball 
on health care bill

WASHINGTON - With time and tempers short, everyone’s 
playing hardball in the drive to pass — or stop — President 
Barack Obama’s massive health care legislation by the 
weekend. 

Business groups are spending $1 million a day to depict the 
bill as a job killer in television ads in the home districts of 26 
wavering House Democrats. 

A new ad barrage from supporters of the legislation went up 
Tuesday in 11 districts, some overlapping. And unions are 
threatening some of those lawmakers to come through for 
Obama — or pay the price in the fall elections.

Prime Minister Eman said the government 
is doing its utmost to contribute to the 
fiscal stability for the refinery and at the 
same time, close of a period of conflict 
that for years marked the relation between 
Valery and Aruba, under the previous 
administration. 

The calmness is crucial for joint efforts in 
seeking solutions for the refinery.

attractive product, he noted. Buckley said 
Prime Minister Eman and Minister de Meza 
received an update on all steps the refinery 
is taking and options it is considering the 
secure the viability of the refinery. Valero 
will continue working with the government 
to identify strategic partners, especially 
those who in the past have expressed 
interest in the refinery. On the technical 
aspect, Valero is busy with a maintenance 
project at the refinery, especially since the 
refinery is still importing gasoline, diesel, 
kerosene, and jet fuel, as well as the fuel 
for the Water and Electricity Company. 
Some of the main jobs are concentrating 
at the Crude Unit #2 which has to undergo 
a chemical cleaning. The East Flat unit is 
also operational. 

This is the first phase of the project to limit 
air pollution by way of purifying gasses 
emitted into the atmosphere. The upkeep 
of the refinery is being conducted by the 
employees, who since the operations were 
halted have been working all over the 
property to keep it ready for eventual start 
up or sale.

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Poll: Public attitudes toward census improving

WASHINGTON - With 
the 2010 census under way, 
about 1 in 10 people may not 
participate in the population 
count, with many saying they 
see little personal benefit 
from the government survey 
or have concerns that it may 
be intrusive, according to a 
poll released Tuesday. 

The Pew Research Center 
poll shows marked 
improvement in public 
interest since January. At 
that time a poll showed 1 in 
5 might not mail back the 
census form. Still, the new 
poll highlighted lingering 
apathy toward the head 
count, particularly among 
young adults. 

“There is an increased 
commitment to participating 
in the census, but disparities 


remain,” said Michael 
Dimock, an associate director 
of the Pew Research Center 
for the People & the Press. 
“These include groups who 
have less-certain economic 
situations and who are often 
more mobile, which poses 
a challenge for the census 
count.” 

The poll comes as more than 
120 million census forms 
arrive in mailboxes this 
week. The population count, 
conducted every 10 years, 
is used to distribute U.S. 
House seats and more than 
$400 billion in federal aid. 
Stephen Buckner, a 
spokesman for the Census 
Bureau, said the increase 
in overall public awareness 
was heartening, noting that 
the government can save 
$1.5 billion in follow-up 
visits if everyone mails back 


their forms. 

Buckner said for those 
who remain apathetic or 
reluctant to turn in their 
forms, the bureau will be 
closely monitoring mail 
participation rates and will 
increase advertising and 
outreach in the regions of 
the country that are lagging, 
including college campuses. 
Beginning in May, the 
Census Bureau will also 
send census-takers to visit 
homes that do not return 
their forms. 

“We’re aware students are 
historically harder to count, 
and we are putting things 
in place to get an accurate 
count,” he said. 

Overall, nearly all of those 
surveyed by Pew were 
familiar with the census. 
About 87 percent reported 
they had already filled out

their 10-question form, or 
definitely or probably would 
do so, often citing reasons 
that it was “important” or a 
civic duty. 

Still, a majority of the 
people said they saw little 
personal gain from the 
census (62 percent) or 
expressed uncertainty as to 
whether the government was 
asking for more information 
than it really needed (55 
percent). Many also said 
they still weren’t confident 
that census information 
would be kept confidential 
and not be shared with 
other federal agencies for 
law enforcement, despite 
repeated assurances from 
Census Bureau director 


Robert Groves. 

Broken down by age, adults 
18-29 were least likely to 
say they would definitely or 
probably participate, at 71 
percent. 

That’s compared to 86 
percent for adults 30-49; 92 
percent for those 50-64; and 
89 percent for people 65 and 
older. 

Hispanics also were 
less likely to participate 
compared to other racial 
groups, although that gap 
has narrowed since January. 
Pew interviewed 1,500 adults 
by cell or home phone from 
March 10-14. The poll has 
a margin of error of plus or 
minus 3 percentage points,

White 
House aides said he plans at

“We here in Congress are 
giving a new meaning to 
March madness,” Sen. Lisa 
Murkowski, R-Alaska, an 
opponent of the legislation, 
said Tuesday. 

At stake is a bill that would 
cover some 30 million 
uninsured people, end 

insurance practices such as 
denying coverage to those 
with a pre-existing conditions, 
require almost all Americans 
to get coverage by law 
and try to slow the cost of 
medical care nationwide. The 
comprehensive legislation 
could affect nearly every 
American, from those 

undergoing annual checkups to 
people facing major surgery. 
Activists on both ends 
of the political spectrum 
are energized. Tea party 
volunteers, who rallied 

Tuesday in Washington, are 
planningto floodcongressional 
offices with e-mails opposing 
the legislation as a step toward 
socialism. And some on the 
political left have joined in 


calling for the bill’s defeat 
because it leaves out a federal 
insurance option. 

The sought-after Democrats 
— mainly moderates, but also 
a few liberals — are mostly 
trying to stay out of sight. They 
include 37 who voted against 
the bill last year and a smaller 
number who are having second 
thoughts after supporting it 
the first time. Walking briskly, 
lawmakers duck in and out 
of the House chamber during 
votes, avoiding eye contact 
with reporters. 

Moderate Rep. Mike 
McMahon, D-N.Y., is feeling 
the push and pull. Elected 
with strong labor support 
two years ago, he voted 
against the bill in November, 
pleasing constituents in his 
Republican-leaning district on 
Staten Island who saw it as a 
government power grab. 

Last week, McMahon received 
a visit from Mike Fishman, 
president of the Service 
Employees International 
Union’s local 32BJ. The blunt 
message: If you can’t support 
health care reform, we can’t 
support you. 

The union is threatening to 
switch its allegiance if he votes 
against the bill. “Everyone will 
be looking very, very closely 


at this vote,” Fishman’s 
spokesman, Matthew Nerzig, 
said with understatement. 

At the White House on 
Tuesday, Obama met with 
health care executives, 
including Sister Carol Keehan, 
head of the Catholic Health 
Association. In a break with 
other abortion opponents, 
the Catholic hospitals are 
advocating for the bill. 

“We think the bill as written 
now meets the test of no 
federal funding for abortion,” 
Keehan said in an interview. 
She’s letting anti-abortion 
Democrats know her position 
announced over the weekend. 
An estimated $200 million 
has been spent for political 
advertising on health care 
since the beginning of last 
year, with groups favoring 
Obama’s overhaul holding 
a slight edge. In the final 
stretch, however, opponents 
have gotten the upper hand 
and supporters are rushing to 
catch up. 

A coalition of business groups 
led by the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce went up with ads 
last week. The group is now 
spending an estimated $1 
million a day, enough for 25 
to 40 television ads, said Evan 
Tracey, president of Kantar 
Media-CMAG, which tracks 
political advertising. The ads 
frame the health care bill 
as a drag on the economy, 
raising taxes and saddling 
companies with expensive 
new mandates. 

Liberal groups are hoping 
they won’t be too late. Health 
Care for America Now and 
several labor unions have 
announced a $1.7 million ad 
buy focusing on the districts 
of 17 undecided Democrats. 
Their ads portray the health 
insurance industry as a profit- 
hungry predator. 

“The ads are designed to 
get people fired up, so that 
members feel it coming 
back from their districts,” 
said Tracey. “Members are 
on notice that they may be 
voting on this now, but their 
constituents will be voting on 
it in November.” 

House Democratic leaders 
are still short of the 216 
votes they need. While broad 
outlines of the $1 trillion, 10- 
year measure are well known, 
critical final details are still

$70M in prescription 
drugs stolen in heist

HARTFORD, Connecticut 
(AP) — Thieves scaled a wall 
at a pharmaceutical warehouse 
over the weekend, cut a hole in 
the roof and rappelled inside 
to steal about $70 million 
in antidepressants and other 
prescription drugs, authorities 
said Tuesday. 

The thieves disabled the 
alarm at the Eli Lilly & Co. 
warehouse early Sunday in 
Enfield, where they spent at 
least an hour loading pallets 
of drugs into a waiting vehicle 
at the warehouse’s loading 
dock during a wind-whipped 
rainstorm, police said. 

The thieves, whose identities 
remained unknown Tuesday, 
made off with enough drugs 
to fill at least one tractor- 
trailer, police said. They will 
probably end up on the black 
market, experts said. 

“Just by the way it occurred, it 
appears that there were several 
individuals involved and that 
it was a very well planned-out 
and orchestrated operation,” 
Enfield Police Chief Carl 
Sferrazza said. 

“It’s not your run-of-the- 
mill home burglary, that’s for 
sure.” 

The FBI has been called in to 
investigate. Authorities would 


not comment on whether the 
building had surveillance 
video or whether employees 
were being investigated. 
Edward Sagebiel, a 
spokesman for Indianapolis- 
based Eli Lilly, placed the 
market value of the drugs at 
$70 million. They included 
the antidepressants Prozac 
and Cymbalta and the anti¬ 
psychotic Zyprexa, he said. 
The warehouse contained no 
narcotics or painkillers, he 
said. 

The thieves probably had a 
buyer lined up — an online 
pharmacy or someone in 
South America or Asia, where 
drug regulations are lax — 
and could easily make $20 
million from the heist, said 
Erik Gordon, a professor at the 
Ross School of Business at the 
University of Michigan who 
studies the health care industry 
and entrepreneurship. 
Policewerecalledearly Sunday 
afternoon to the warehouse, in 
an industrial park in Enfield, 
a working-class town on the 
Massachusetts border. 

They estimate the theft 
occurred several hours earlier 
as Enfield caught the edges of 
a nor’easter that battered the 
region with heavy rain and 
wind before dawn Sunday. 
Sferrazza said officers 


determined one or more 
thieves scaled the exterior 
brick walls, cut the hole in the 
roof and rappelled inside with 
some sort of rope. 

There didn’t appear to be 
any outside barriers to the 
building. □

Clashes erupt In Jerusalem; 
U.S. envoy cancels visit

JERUSALEM (AP) 
Hundreds of Palestinians 
in east Jerusalem set tires 
and garbage bins ablaze on 
Tuesday and hurled rocks 
at Israeli riot police, who 
responded with rubber bullets 
and tear gas. The heaviest 
clashes in months broke out as 
an American envoy abruptly 
canceled a visit, deepening a 
U.S.-Israeli diplomatic feud. 
The violence spread from 
Arab neighborhood to Arab 
neighborhood across the 
eastern side of the volatile 
city. Angered by plans for 
more Jewish housing in 
predominantly Arab east 
Jerusalem and unsubstantiated 
rumors surrounding the 
rededication of an Old City 
synagogue, Palestinians 
clashed with Israeli forces 
throughout the day. 

In one incident, youths hoisted 
a giant Palestinian flag and 
shouted, “We shall die and 
Palestine shall live.” 
Thousands of police, including 
anti-riot units armed with 
assault rifles, stun grenades 
and batons, were deployed 
across east Jerusalem in 
anticipation of the unrest. 


Palestinian medics said 
10 people were seriously 
wounded, five from rubber 
bullets. Israeli police said 15 
security men suffered light 
wounds, including one man 
wounded by gunfire. About 60 
protesters were arrested. 
“They are donkeys and 
dwarfs!” a woman screamed 
as riot police and plainclothes 
security men hauled away a 
handcuffed, hooded youth. 
Police pinned the youth to 
the ground, setting muzzled 
Doberman pinschers near them 
as the young man shrieked in 
panic. 

Palestinian merchants in east 
Jerusalem shuttered their stores 
in solidarity with the protests, 
and Palestinian schools in the 
city were closed. Small clashes 
also took place in several West 
Bank towns. 

The diplomatic dispute 
with the U.S. was sparked 
by Israel’s announcement 
last week of plans for 1,600 
apartments in east Jerusalem, 
which undercut a visit by Vice 
President Joe Biden aimed 
at bolstering peace talks. 
Palestinians claim that sector 
of the city for a future capital. 
Israel claims all of the holy 
city as its eternal capital. 


The announcement enraged 
Palestinians, who have 
threatened to bow out of U.S.- 
brokered peace talks that 
were supposed to begin in 
the coming days. The Obama 
administration has angrily 
demanded that Israel call off 
the project. 

Foreign Minister Avigdor 
Lieberman told Israel Radio 
on Tuesday that demands 
to halt construction “are 
unreasonable.” He predicted 
the row with the U.S. would 
blow over. 

But Washington notified 
Israel that its special Mideast 
envoy, George Mitchell, had 
indefinitely put off his trip to 
the region. 

Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton said Tuesday 
that Israel must prove it is 
committed to the Mideast 
peace process with actions, but 
she brushed aside suggestions 
U.S.-Israeli relations are in 
crisis andreaffirmedAmerica’s 
steadfast commitment to its 
security. 

In a statement, Prime Minister 
Benj amin Netanyahu’s 

spokesman Mark Regev 
said, “Israel’s government 
has proved over the past year 


its commitment to peace, in 
words and in deeds,” noting 
Netanyahu’s acceptance of 
the creation of a Palestinian 
state and the “removal of 
hundreds of roadblocks and 
checkpoints” in the West 
Bank. 

Clinton said U.S. and Israeli 
officials are in intense talks 
about how to repair the 
damage caused by Israel’s 
announcement. 

“We are engaged in very active 
consultations with the Israelis 
over steps that we think would 
demonstrate the requisite 
commitment to the process,” 
she told a State Department 
news conference. She did 


not say when Mitchell would 
return to the region. 
Netanyahu ordered his 
ministers and spokespeople 
not to talk to the media 
about the construction in east 
Jerusalem. However, Interior 
Minister Eli Yishai, whose 
office issued the order for the 
new homes, agreed to discuss 
other issues in an interview 
with The Associated Press. 
Yishai said he hoped the 
tensions with the Palestinians 
will calm down. “The riots 
are not appropriate. There 
are people who are interested 
in provoking unrest and 
inflaming the region,” he said.

BAGHDAD (AP)—A secular 
coalition challenging the Iraqi 
prime minister in the country’s 
historic parliamentary 

elections has narrowly pulled 
ahead for the first time in the 
overall vote count, although 
it still trails in the crucial 
province-by-province count. 
The Iraqiya coalition, led 
by former Prime Minister 
Ayad Allawi, seemed to be 
gaining momentum, taking a 
9,000 vote lead nationwide, 
according to new totals 
released late Tuesday. But 
with about 20 percent of the 
votes still to be counted from 
the March 7 election, it was 
unclear whether that margin 
would give Allawi more seats 
in parliament, which will 
determine who will lead the 
government. 

The news came as Prime 
Minister Nouri al-Maliki and 
his State of Law coalition 
accused election officials of 
manipulating vote counts 
and called for a re-count, a 
candidate from his bloc said. It 
was the prime minister’s first 
challenge to the results, and 
his bloc drew a link between 


its accusations and Allawi, 
accusing some electoral 
commission staff of having 
allegiances to groups backing 
al-Maliki’s rival. 

Iraq’s vote counting has 
been winding and chaotic, 
with ballot results being 
portioned out piecemeal by 
election officials and almost 
immediately subject to fraud 
accusations. The winner will 
be tasked with forming a 
government that will oversee 
the country as U.S. forces go 
home. 

Crucially, with 79 percent of 
votes counted, al-Maliki’s 
coalition was still winning in 
seven of Iraq’s 18 provinces 
— including all-important 
Baghdad—compared with five 
for Allawi. That could prove 
important since parliament 
seats are apportioned mainly 
by how well coalitions do in 
the provinces, not according 
to overall vote total. 

Still, the momentum apparent 
in Allawi’s overall, nationwide 
lead could be troubling 
the prime minister and his 
coalition, raising questions 
about how strong their lead is. 
The new vote results did not 
alter the picture much for the 
religious Shiite Iraqi National 


Alliance and the main Kurdish 
coalition, which lead in three 
provinces each. 

However, in the province of 
Tamim, Allawi was beating his 
main challenger, the Kurdish 
coalition, by only five votes. 
The province is home to the 
disputed city of Kirkuk, which 
is hotly contested among its 
Kurdish, Arab and Turkomen 
population. 


Allawi, a secular Shiite, 
has drawn on considerable 
Sunni support, likely due to 
his nonsectarian stance and 
repeated condemnations of the 
influence of Iraq’s powerful 
Shiite neighbor, Iran. Al- 
Maliki has drawn on support 
in the Shiite south as well as 
in the capital. 

With so much at stake, several 
leading candidates have raised 


accusations of fraud. 

Before Tuesday’s tallies were 
released, Iraq’s prime minister 
accused election officials of 
manipulating vote counts 
and called for a re-count, a 
candidate from his bloc said. 
The prime minister’s 
allegations surfaced in a 
complaint letter to Iraq’s 
Independent High Electoral 
Commission, saying al- 
Maliki’s bloc “received 
reliable information that 
supervisors of the electronic 
counting center” are linked 
to rival groups contesting 
the race, including some 
supporting Allawi. 

Ali al-Adeeb, a candidate 
on al-Maliki’s slate, said 
his coalition is accusing the 
counting center of doctoring 
the numbers and is calling 
for a re-count based on tallies 
done in the country’s more 
than 50,000 polling stations 
before their ballots were sent 
to Baghdad. 

The Associated Press obtained 
a copy of the letter, which 
is signed by al-Maliki. It 
says the political allegiance 
of the counting center’s 
supervisors undermines “their 
neutrality in administering 
such a momentous and crucial 
process” as the tallying of the 
votes. 

The letter singles out Hazim al- 
Badri, the electronic counting 
center’s manager, claiming he 
is a member of a Sunni group 
allied with Allawi.Q 
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Thai protesters pour own blood at government HQ

BANGKOK - Thai protesters 
seeking a change of 
government turned to shock 
tactics Tuesday, pouring 
gallons of their own blood into 
a glistening puddle at the gate 
of the prime minister’s office. 
The dramatic gesture, repeated 
in front of the headquarters 
of Prime Minister Abhisit 
Vejjajiava’s Democrat Party, 
grabbed attention but put the 
“Red Shirt” protest movement 
no closer to its goal of forcing 
new elections. 

More than 100,000 
demonstrators from all over the 
country gathered in Bangkok 
on Sunday, vowing to keep 
up their protest until victory. 
But Abhisit has rejected 
their demands to dissolve 
Parliament, saying only that 
he will listen to the protesters’ 
point of view and leaving the 
situation in a stalemate. 
Reporters asked one of the 
protest leaders what their next 
move would be, and Veera 
Musikapong replied, “I want 
to know that myself.” He said 
the group maps strategy on a 
day-by-day basis. 

The protesters comprise 
supporters of former Prime 
Minister Thaksin Shinawatra, 
who was ousted by a 2006 
military coup for alleged 
corruption, andpro-democracy 
activists who opposed the army 
takeover. They believe Abhisit 
came to power illegitimately 
with the connivance of the 
military and other parts of the 
traditional ruling class who 


were alarmed by Thaksin’s 
popularity, particularly among 
the poor. 

Thailand has been in political 
turmoil since early 2006, when 
anti-Thaksin demonstrations 
began. In 2008, when 
Thaksin’s political allies came 
back to power for a year, his 
“Yellow Shirt” opponents 
occupied the prime minister’s 
office compound for three 
months and seized Bangkok’s 
two airports for a week. 

On Tuesday, thousands of 
Red Shirts formed long lines 
Tuesday morning to have 
their blood drawn by nurses, a 
day after their leaders vowed 
to collect at least 1 million 
cubic centimeters of blood 
— 264 gallons — to spill at 
Government House. They 
claimed to have collected 
300,000 cubic centimeters. 
Suriya Laemthong, 28, 
shielded his eyes with a 
baseball cap as a nurse pricked 
his arm. He said he doubted 
that the blood spilling would 
compel the government to 
step down but that he finds 
the protest leaders’ strategies 
“rational and acceptable.” 

“If they say that we soldier on, 
I’m ready,” he said. 

A few teaspoons of blood 
were drawn from each 
volunteer and then transferred 
into dozens of large plastic 
water jugs that were passed 
overhead through the crowd 
of cheering protesters before 
being delivered to Government 
House, the prime minister’s 
office.

gallons of blood here, instead 
of feeling frightened and 
horrified, we feel proud that 
this is the mutual expression of 
the Thai people,” proclaimed 
Natthawut Saikua, another 
Red Shirt leader. 

The Red Shirts say that if the 
people are willing to sacrifice 
their blood, Prime Minister 
Abhisit should show similar 
spirit by relinquishing power. 
Riot police allowed protest 
leaders to approach the iron 
front gate and pour out the 
blood, which oozed under 
the gate as national television 
broadcast the images live. A 
purported Brahmin priest in 
ceremonial robes performed 
an unorthodox black magic 
ritual on the Red Shirts’ 
behalf. 

“The blood of the common 
people is mixing together 
to fight for democracy,” 
Natthawut told cheering 
supporters. “When Abhisit 
works in his office, he will be 
reminded that he is sitting on 


the people’s blood.” Abhisit 
has not entered his office at 
Government House since 
preliminary protests started on 
Friday.

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Stocks rise after Fed pledges to keep rates low

NEW YORK - The Federal 
Reserve’s mildly upbeat take 
on the economy and its plans 
to hold interest rates low 
gave stocks a lift. The Dow 
Jones industrial average rose 
almost 44 points Tuesday for 
its sixth straight gain. Broader 
indexes also posted moderate 
advances. Prices for Treasurys 
rose as the Fed said again that 
it expects to keep interest rates 
low for “an extended period.” 
The Fed also said in a 
statement following its 
meeting on monetary policy 
that businesses are spending 
“significantly” more on 
equipment and software. The 
central bank gave a marginally 
more upbeat assessment of 
the job market, though it said 
employers remain reluctant to 
hire. 

“That’s a major statement. 
That’s saying that that’s one 
majorriskthat’sgoingtoremain 
for a while,” said Guy FeBas, 
chief fixed income strategist 
of Janney Montgomery Scott 
in Philadelphia. 

Many investors appear 
relieved that the Fed will hold 
rates low to help the economy 
recover. As the economy 
improves, the Fed will need 
to start raising rates to stop 
prices from rising too fast. For 
now, though, the Fed repeated 
its belief that inflation is likely 
to remain subdued. 

The Fed’s statement hurt the 
dollar, which draws support 
from higher rates. The 
central bank’s assessment of 
the economy also lessened 
investors’ need to find safe 
places like the dollar to invest 
in. 

The dollar’s slide, in turn, 
raised commodity prices 
and the stocks of energy and 
materials companies. 

The Fed also said it still plans to 


stop buying mortgage-backed 
securities from Fannie Mae 
and Freddie Mac at the end 
of the month. Policymakers 
also noted that construction of 
homes has been little changed 
and remains weak. 

“We are passing through 
a historic phase where the 
Fed’s emergency responses 
to the Great Recession are 
now behind us and we’re 
incrementally getting back to 
business as usual,” said Robert 
Dye, senior economist at PNC 
Financial Services Group in 
Pittsburgh. 

Stocks rose earlier after the 
Standard & Poor’s credit rating 
agency signed off on Greece’s 
plan to slash its budget deficit. 
That eased concerns that the 
country will default on debt, 
and that its problems might 
hurt the economies of other 
European nations. The 16 
countries that share the euro 
agreed to help Greece with 
loans if necessary. 

The Dow rose 43.83, or 0.4 
percent, to 10,685.98. It’s up 
1.3 percent in that time. 

The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index rose 8.95, or 0.8 percent, 
to 1,159.46, while the Nasdaq 
composite index rose 15.80, 
or 0.7 percent, to 2,378.01. 
The stock market has been 
recording modest gains for 
more than a month. Major 
stock indexes stand at or near 
their best levels in more than 
a year. Investors are looking 
for signs that the recovery is 
strong enough to justify the 
steep rebound in stocks in the 
past 12 months. 

The yield on the benchmark 
10-year Treasury note, which 
moves opposite its price, fell 
to 3.66 percent from 3.70 
percent late Monday. 

The dollar fell against other 
major currencies, while gold 
prices rose. 

Crude oil rose $ 1.90 to $81.70 


per barrel on the New York 
Mercantile Exchange as the 
dollar fell. A weaker dollar 
makes commodities less 
expensive to foreign buyers. 
The Fed’s decision on 
mortgage buying came as 
investors saw new evidence 
that housing remains weak. 
The Commerce Department 
said Tuesday that construction 
of homes fell 5.9 percent last 
month to a seasonally adjusted 
annual rate of 575,000 units. 
That was slightly better than 
the rate of 570,000 units 
economistspolledby Thomson 
Reuters predicted^

Tomlinson, cut last month 
after nine seasons in San 
Diego and a career-low 730

IAAF wants 2004 relay team stripped of gold

DOHA, Qatar - The IAAF is recommending the U.S. women’s 
4x400 meter relay team at the 2004 Athens Olympics be stripped 
of its gold medal because qualifying runner Crystal Cox has 
admitted to doping. 

The IOC has opened a formal investigation into the case, and the 
IAAF international athletics federation said Monday that under 
its rules the “U.S. relay team results will be disqualified.” 

The U.S. Anti-Doping Agency said this year that Cox admitted 
to using anabolic steroids and accepted a four-year suspension 
and disqualification of her results from 2001 to 2004. Her 
admission came after an investigation that was triggered by 
information from the BALCO case. 

If the U.S. is stripped of its medal, Russia would move from 
silver to gold and Jamaica from bronze to silver. 

Cox ran in the prelims for the American team led by Sanya 
Richards, who ran the final along with Dee Dee Trotter, Monique 
Henderson and Monique Hennegan. 

Under international rules, an entire relay team can be disqualified 
because of the doping of one member, even an alternate. 

IOC vice president Thomas Bach is heading a three-man panel 
into the case. 

Past panel decisions have resulted in the IOC stripping national 
relay teams of medals retroactively — including three U.S. 
teams from the 2000 Sydney Olympics. 

The IAAF deals with official results and placings at the Olympics 
but had no specific rule in place in 2000 for dealing with a relay 
team in the event of doping by a single member. 

However, at the Athens games four years later the IAAF had a 
rule specifying that the entire team should be disqualified and 
lose medals.

“It was always going to be clear to us,” IAAF spokesman Nick 
Davies said. “The rule was in effect in 2004.” 

The admission by Cox came after an investigation that was 
triggered by information that came from the Bay Area Laboratory 
Co-Operative case. 

The IOC and IAAF are still waiting for the results of an appeals 
case involving U.S. women’s relay runners from the 2000 
Games. 

The U.S. was stripped of the gold medal in the 4x400 relay and 
bronze in the 4x100 relay following Marion Jones’ admission of 
doping. Jones returned her medals, but her teammates appealed 
to the Court of Arbitration for Sport in an attempt to keep theirs.

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lance Mackey wins Iditarod for 4th straight time

NOME, Alaska - Lance 
Mackey won the 1,100-mile 
Iditarod Trail Sled Dog Race 
on Tuesday to become the 
first musher in the event’s 
3 8-year history to win four 
consecutive races. 

Fans bundled up against 
subzero temperatures 
cheered the 39-year-old 
throat cancer survivor as his 
team coasted up the main 
street of this old Gold Rush 
town. For winning, Mackey 
gets a new Dodge truck and 
$50,400. He finished the 
race in eight days, 23 hours 
and 59 minutes. 

“These are my heroes right 
here,” Mackey said seconds 
after crossing the finish line 
as he was giving his dogs 
a pat on their heads and a 
kiss. He then planted a kiss 
on his new truck. 

Mackey said his relationship 
with his team is more 
rewarding than winning 
another truck. 

“They might not be the 
fastest team in this race but 
I think they have the biggest 
hearts,” he said. 

The Iditarod kicked off 
March 6 with a ceremonial 
start in Anchorage. That was 
followed by the competitive 
start the following day in 
Willow when 71 teams 
took to the Iditarod trail and 
headed to Nome. 

This year’s purse was 


significantly less than 
last year when Mackey 
took home a truck and 
$69,000. The total purse is 
$590,000 — down from a 
high of $925,000 in 2008. 
Iditarod officials said the 
struggling economy caused 
some sponsors to pull their 
support for the race. 

Much of the race again this 
year was a duel between 
Mackey — whose father 
Dick and brother Rick 
are past winners — and 
another mushing royal, 
four-time champion Jeff 
King of Denali Park. King 
has said this will be his last 
Iditarod. 

King had been leading much 
of the race but was overtaken 
by Mackey on Saturday in 
the village of Kaltag, about 
350 miles from the finish. 
King chose to rest his team 
and Mackey, renown for his 
ability to run his dogs long 
distances with little rest, 
opted to keep going. 

King cut his rest in 
Unalakleet to pursue 
Mackey, who widened the 
lead after that. 

“It’s been no secret, for 
years, I’ve been willing to 
gamble. Not at the expense 
of my team, I hope,” Mackey 
said, when asked about this 
year’s winning strategy. 
Mackey said the decisive 
move was a “monster run” 
that actually began before 
Kaltag and extended to 


Unalakleet on Alaska’s west 
coast. After a 42-mile run 
from Nulato, King stopped 
in Kaltag but Mackey 
pushed on another 90 miles 
to the next checkpoint, 
giving him a lead that he 
never relinquished. 

“It worked. I capitalized on 
that hour, hour-and-a-half 
lead,” he said. 

In the final stretch, Hans 
Gatt of Whitehorse, Yukon 
Territory, chased Mackey 
hard, pushing ahead of 
King in Elim on Monday. 
The 51-year-old musher, 
a four-time winner of the 
1,000-mile Yukon Quest 
International Sled Dog 
Race, was expected to arrive 
second in Nome. 

King, 54, was expected to 
be third. His last Iditarod 
win was in 2006, before he 
relinquished the crown to 
Mackey. 

This year’s Iditarod was 
marked by bitter cold that 
plunged to 30 below, further 
chilled by powerful winds in 
sections of the trail. Mackey, 
whose cancer treatments 
left him with circulation 
problems, complained the 
cold was affecting his hands 
and feet. 

Still, the trail was a fast run 
for front-runners including 
Ken Anderson of Fairbanks, 
expected to be fourth into 
Nome, John Baker of 
Kotzebue and Hugh Neff of 
Tok.Q

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Woods will return to golf at Masters on April 8

PALM HARBOR, Florida 
(AP) — For Tiger Woods, this 
figures to be a Masters like no 
other. 

Woods said Tuesday he will 
end more than four months 
of seclusion and play at 
Augusta National in three 
weeks, shielded by the most 
secure environment in golf as 
he competes for the first time 
since a sex scandal shattered 
his image. 

“The Masters is where I won 
my first major and I view 
this tournament with great 
respect,” Woods said in a 
statement. “After a long and 
necessary time away from the 
game, I feel like I’m ready to 
start my season at Augusta.” 
The Masters begins April 8. 
No other major championship 
attracts such a large television 
audience, and that’s under 
normal circumstances. 
Already the most popular 
figure in golf with his 82 
worldwide victories and 14 
majors — four of them at the 
Masters — Woods returns as 
a disgraced star who will be 
under the greatest scrutiny of 
his career. 

“We’re all looking forward 
to having him back. We want 
him playing,” Jim Furyk said. 
“I’m sure we’re also looking 
forward to everything being 
business as usual. And it’s 
going to take awhile. We 
know that.” 

Woods last competed Nov. 15 
when he won the Australian 
Masters in Melbourne. Twelve 
days later, he rammed his 
sport utility vehicle over a fire 
hydrant and into a tree outside 
his Florida home, an accident 
that set off sordid tales of 
extramarital affairs. Woods 
announced Dec. 11 that he 
would take an indefinite break 
to try to save his marriage. 
“The major championships 
have always been a special 
focus in my career and, as a 


professional, I think Augusta 
is where I need to be, even 
though it’s been a while since 
I last played,” Woods said. 

“I have undergone almost two 
months of inpatient therapy 
and I am continuing my 
treatment,” he said. “Although 
I’m returning to competition, I 
still have a lot of work to do in 
my personal life.” 

Augusta National chairman 
Billy Payne said the club 
supported Woods’ decision to 
make his return at the Masters, 
adding that “we support 
and encourage his stated 
commitment to continue the 
significant work required 
to rebuild his personal and 
professional life.” 

PGA Tour commissioner Tim 
Finchem also said he was 
pleased to learn of Woods’ 
return. 

The Associated Press first 
reported last Thursday that 
Woods would not play until 
the Masters, despite other 
published stories that he would 


return this week at the Arnold 
Palmer Invitational in Orlando, 
Florida. There has been so 
much buzz that when Finchem 
held a teleconference Monday 
on an undisclosed topic, the 
call was loaded with media 
suspecting an announcement 
on Woods’ return. Instead, it 
was to announce a new title 
sponsor. 

Small wonder that CBS Sports 
president Sean McManus said 
last week of Woods’ return to 
golf: “My only prediction is 
when he comes back, it will 
be, other than the Obama 
inauguration, one of if not 
the biggest media spectacle in 
recent memory.” 

ESPN will televise the first 
two rounds of the Masters, and 
CBS Sports has the weekend. 
The highest TV rating for the 
Masters in the cable era was 
a 14.1 on the Sunday in 1997 
when Woods, then 21, became 
the tournament’s youngest 
champion with a record 12- 
shot victory.

“Wow I’ve had a lot of calls 
today from friends who 
have decided to come to the 
Masters this year,” British 
Open champion Stewart Cink 
said on Twitter. 

“Obviously, the ratings will be 
off the chart,” said PGA Tour 
player Heath Slocum. 

“It will be interesting to watch 
— not only the reaction from 
him, but from the fans, the 
media, the players. I would 
venture to say he might be 
nervous.” 

The Masters — “A tradition 
like no other” is a longtime 
CBS promo — has restrictions 
like no other major. Media 
credentials are limited even 
in normal circumstances, and 
the club has tight control over 
who gets in. Some fans with 
season badges risk losing 
them forever for violating 
rules, such as being caught 
with a cell phone or a camera. 
Among the rules: No running. 
Most players expect Woods 
to be heckled, although not 


as much — if any — at the 
Masters. 

“That’s why Augusta makes 
such good sense,” Furyk said. 
“There’s less of that than 
anywhere else. Everyone is 
afraid to lose their ticket. 
The etiquette and behavior is 
far better than anywhere else 
because of the fear factor.” 
Still to be determined is the 
state of his game. 

Woods left for a Mississippi 
clinic for therapy on Dec. 
31 — the day after his 34th 
birthday — and returned Feb. 
11 to prepare for his first 
public appearance at the TPC 
Sawgrass when he apologized 
for his behavior and confessed 
to extramarital affairs. He took 
no questions. 

He spent another week in 
Arizona for family therapy, 
returning Feb. 27 and heading 
to the practice range to get 
back into a routine. His coach, 
Hank Haney, was with him at 
Isleworth last week. 

There had been reports he 
would play the Tavistock 
Cup exhibition next week 
in Orlando, followed by the 
Arnold Palmer Invitational 
at Bay Hill, where he is the 
defending champion and a 
six-time winner. 

“When I finally got into 
a position to think about 
competitive golf again, it 
became apparent to me that 
the Masters would be the 
earliest I could play,” Woods 
said. 

Woods twice has gone to 
a major without having 
competed after a long layoff— 
nine weeks — and had mixed 
results. He missed the cut at 
Winged Foot for the 2006 U.S. 
Open after his father died, and 
he won the 2008 U.S. Open at 
Torrey Pines while playing on 
a shattered left knee that kept 
him out the rest of the year. 
“It’s obviously great for golf 
that he’s back,” three-time 
major champion Padraig 
Harrington said.Q

Blood,

President John F. 
Kennedy in a speech given at 
the dinner before the America’s 
Cup Races of 1962 said “All of 
us have in our veins the exact 
same percentage of salt in our 
blood that exists in the ocean, 
and, therefore, we have salt in 
our blood, in our sweat, in our 
tears. We are tied to the ocean. 
And when we go back to the 
sea — whether it is to sail or to 
watch it — we are going back 
from whence we came.” Wise 
words and physiologically 
correct. 

Salt is the spark plug 
of our metabolic system. 
Although, medical researchers 
have associated eating an 
excess of salt with high blood 
pressure, not having enough 
salt has its own set of health 
problems. Salt is essential 
for the prevention of muscle 
cramps and the twenty- 
seven percent of the body’s 
salt which is in the bones is 
absolutely vital to making 
the structure of bones firm. 
Osteoporosis, in a major way, 
is a result of salt and water 
shortage in the body. Vital 
for maintaining sexuality and 
libido, salt also helps prevent 
varicose and spider veins. 

Hyponatremia is a 
lack of sodium in the blood 
caused by excessive sweating, 
persistent diarrhea, overuse 
of diuretic drugs, or too 
drastic a salt free diet. The 
symptoms generally mirror 
those of dehydration which 
include apathy, confusion, 
nausea, and fatigue. Test 
subjects in clinical studies 
on salt and blood pressure 


consume standard table salt. 
Additionally, researchers did 
not adjust for characteristics 
that might have predisposed 
subjects to hypertension, 
including high rates of alcohol 
consumption, high body mass 
index, very low potassium 
excretion, and dehydration. 
Unrefined sea salt is a much 
healthier choice than common 
table salt. Natural sea salt 
contains about 80 mineral 
elements that the body needs. 

Because high blood 
pressure rarely has any 
symptoms, the only way to 
know if you are at risk it is to 
have it measured. I recommend 
that everyone have their 
blood pressure taken while 
lying down in a stress-free 
environment. Blood pressure 
values can be pushed higher 
by pain, anxiety, including the 
stress of visiting the doctor, 
sometimes called the white 
coat syndrome, or some 
medications. 

Blood pressure (BP) 
comes in two numbers. There 
is a high and low number 
usually written as a high/low. 
The high number represents 
the systolic BP and is the 
pressure of the heart pumping 
your blood. The low number 
represents the diastolic BP 
and is the pressure your blood 
pushes against on the walls 
of your arteries when your 
heart is not pumping or is at 
“rest.” Normal blood pressure 
should range between 100/70 
to 120/80. If your BP is higher 
than these numbers, you have 
a greater risk of developing 
cardiovascular disease, 

problems with your heart 
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and or arteries. We describe 
your risk as moderate if you 
pressure is around 140/100. 
Severe risk is 160/115, or 
more and a physician should 
be consulted immediately. 

Everybody should be 
aware of hypertension and 
vascular diseasewhichare heart 
and circulatory problems. The 
higher your blood pressure, 
the greater your risk of stroke, 
heart attack and heart failure. 
Hypotension or low blood 
pressure can result in loss of 
consciousness. The “standard” 
treatment for blood pressure 
problems is pharmaceuticals. 
Several medical studies have 
monitored people taking blood 
pressure lowering drugs, 
typically diuretics and beta- 
blockers. 

The conclusion of 
these studies is that people 
suffer from many unnecessary 
side effects, among them 
impotence and an increased 
risk for hearth disease, just 
what you are trying to avoid. 
Additionally, some people 
have an imbalance where the 
body does not excrete sodium. 
For these individuals, diuretics 
can actually make the problem 
worse by also lowering 
potassium levels. 

The World Health 
Organization has listed 
hypertension, or high blood 
pressure, as one of the 
conditions treated effectively 
by acupuncture. In many cases 
high blood pressure can be 
brought under control through 
changes in diet and lifestyle. 
Lifestyle factors may include 
caffeine, alcohol intake, stress, 
lack of exercise, and smoking. 


Attaining ideal body weight 
is perhaps the single most 
important recommendation 
we can make to lower BR 

Dietary problems 
include the modern diet of 
low-fiber, high sugar, high 
saturated fat and insufficient 
intake of magnesium, vitamin 
C and essential fatty acids. 
Specific dietary factors include 
high sodium to potassiumratio. 
Natural sea salt, not the highly 
processed table salt readily 
available, will not harm you if 
your intake of potassium and 
water is balanced. 

Fresh fruit is a good source of 
potassium. Drinking enough 
clean water is critical for 
nearly every bodily function. 
Dietary supplements can also 
provide support, but it’s a good 
idea to check your personal 
needs with a certified clinical 
nutritionist. 

If this is not enough, 
we look at metabolic 
imbalances in the body. At 
Viana Natural Healing Center, 
we do hair analysis to test 
for imbalances and toxins 
contributing to these and other 
health problems. 

Get The Point! 
Hopefully, everyone will 
realize blood pressure 
problems are more than an 
excess of salt. Identifying 
imbalances and counseling 
on good dietary and lifestyle 
habits can go a long way. In 
our home by the sea, there 
is no chemistry set in our 
kitchen. We drink plenty of 
clean water, use only natural 
sea salt, pressure lowering, 
fresh garlic, good omega, 
virgin olive oil, and gladly cry 



salty tears while cutting our 
onions to flavor our food. The 
facts on salt are another of the 
many dietary misconceptions 
you have heard.

El funcionario, cuestionado por el caos en 
el conteo de votos que dos dias despues de 
los comicios no ha permitido conocer la 
composicion definitiva del Congreso ni el 
ganador de la consulta del Partido Conservador 
para elegir su candidato a la presidencia, dijo 
que esta dispuesto a responder a cualquier 
investigacion por parte de la Procuraduria.

Despiden a ministro 
de lusticia de Peru 


LIMA (Reuters) - El ministro de Justicia de Pern, Aurelio 
Pastor, fue despedido el martes tras ser cuestionado por otorgar 
un polemico indulto presidencial a un empresario de television 
condenado por vender la linea editorial de su canal al Gobierno 
del ex presidente Alberto Fujimori. 

Pastor fue fuertemente criticado por intermediar y defender 
el indulto a Jose Crousillat, ex dueno de America Television, 
condenado por recibir sobomos del ex asesor de inteligencia de 
Fujimori, Vladimiro Montesinos. 

El presidente pemano, Alan Garcia, otorgo en diciembre del 
ano pasado el indulto por razones humanitarias, luego de que 
Crousillat presentara informes medicos que afirmaban que tenia 
dolencias cardiacas. Sin embargo, Garcia revoco el indulto el fin 
de semana pasado argumentando que Crousillat habia “hecho 
sucesivas apariciones publicas mostrandose en un aparente 
buen estado de salud, lo cual desvirtua la causa por la que fue 
solicitado su indulto”. En la resolucion suprema difundida 
el martes por la Presidencia, Garcia dio “por concluido el 
nombramiento de Aurelio Pastor Valdivieso en el cargo de 
ministro de Estado, en el despacho de Justicia, dandosele las 
gracias por los importantes servicios prestados a la Nacion”.

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Fiscatia Chile investiga actuation 
organismos alerta tras sismo 


SANTIAGO (Reuters) - La Fiscalia 
Nacional de Chile dijo el martes 
que abrio una investigacion sobre la 
cuestionada actuacion de la oficina 
de emergencias y la Armada, que no 
alertaron a tiempo sobre un devastador 
tsunami luego de un potente terremoto 
en el centro y sur del pais. 

Durante los minutos y horas posteriores 
al terremoto de magnitud 8,8 del 27 
de febrero, la Oficina Nacional de 
Emergencias (Onemi) y la oficina 
de la Armada encargada de alertar 
maremotos no pudieron ponerse de 
acuerdo en la emision de una alerta 
de tsunami. “Inicie una investigacion 
para determinar si hay delito o no 
hay delito. No hay ningun prejuicio. 
No hay antecedente preconcebido”, 
dijo a periodistas el fiscal nacional 
Sabas Chahuan, tras reunirse con el 
presidente Sebastian Pinera. 

“El que sea responsable, que responda 
y el que no es responsable, que quede 
claro”, agrego. 


Tras el incidente, la entonces directora 
de la Onemi renuncio, mientras que 
el jefe del Servicio Hidrografico 
y Oceanografico (SHOA) fue 
destituido. 

La Onemi acuso al SHOA de darle 
informacion poco clara y de descartar 
el peligro de grandes oleadas en la 
zona costera como consecuencia del 
terremoto. 

Un reportaje de la television estatal 
TVN mostro como un funcionario 
del SHOA informo a la ONEMI de 
variaciones menores en el nivel del mar 
que, aseguro, no constituian tsunamis 
en localidades que fueron devastadas 
por una serie de olas gigantes. 

En total, el terremoto y los tsunamis 
dejaron unos 500 muertos identificados 
hasta elmomento, ademas de cuantiosos 
danos materiales estimados en varios 
miles de millones de dolares. 

Decenas de personas que fueron 
arrastradas por el mar continuan 
desaparecidas.
